WITNESS SAYS SPEER 
GREW VERY ANGRY 


Four Members of Savannah} 


Bar Testify to Alleged In- 


stances of Partiality, Fa- 


-voritism and Prejudice. 


Savannah, Ga., January 26.—Members 
of the special congressional committee 
which is investigating charges of of- 
ficial misconduct on the part of Federal 
Judge Emory Speer, of the southern 
district of Georgia, today heard four 
members of the Savannah bar testify 
to alleged instances in which they 
charged that the accused jurist <dis- 
played partiality, favgritism and prej- 
udice in the saceller cases before 
him. The investigation, which started 
last Monday at Macon, Ga., was shifted 
to this city today: by direction of 
Chairman Webb, of the congressional 
committee. 

Echoes of the famous Greene-Gaynor 
trial, presided over by Judge Speer, 
were heard at the morning session 
when Alex <A. Lawrence, member of the 
local bar and one of the attorneys for 
the defense in that case, accused Judge 
speer of having selected “convicting” 
jurors. He added that, in his opinien, 
Judge Speer never had observed the 
requirements of the taw in the selec- 
tion of a jury. 

“In the Greene and Gaynor case,” said 
Mr. Lawrence, “Judge Speer picked the 
jury and kept the list secret util the 
trial opened.” Mr. Lawrence related a 
number of instances which he claimed 
proved conclusively that Judge Speer 
had been guilty of repeated miscon- 
duct in office. 

Cross-examination of Mr. Lawrence 
developed the fact that he had been 
fined $100 for contempt of court by 
Judge Speer for charging the judge 
with “fixing up” the special jury which 
tried Greene “and Gaynor. The testimo- 
ny of this witness occupied the entire 
morning session. 

City Attorney on Stand. 

John Rourke, Jr., city attorney of 
Savannah, was the first witness called 
the committee reconvened this 
afternoon. He told of making a trip 
to Mount Airy, N. C., to secure Judge 
Speer’s signature to a mandate of the 
United States circuit court of appeals, 
in which a decision by Judge Speer was 
reversed. Mr. Rourke said that Judge 
Speer grew very angry and refused, to 
sign the mandate. It was not signed, 
said the witness, until Judge Speer 
came to Savannah three weeks later. 

Gordon ’Saussy, a Savannah lawyer, 
identified a statement he previously had 
furnished R. Colton Lewis, special ex- 
aminer for the department of justice, 
coneerning a case in which he claimed 
that Judge Speer had taken action 


without jurisdiction. 
The last witness today was Judge A. 
J. Cobb, of Judge Speer’s counsel. He

Speer a “Misfit.”’ 

In the course of his testimony Mr. 
Lawrence declared that Judge Speer 
missed his calling when he tried to 
be a judge. 

“Judge Speer is a misfit.” he said. 

“He should never have been a judge, 
but should have remained at the bar. 
His stump speeches lose their effective- 
ness. His play on the emotions of a 
jury, his cross-examination of a wit- 
ness, his remarkable marshaling of 
evidence and his presentation of the 
facts are among the most able I have 
ever listened to.’ In. the Greene and 
Gaynor case, that took one month and 
ten days to hear and submit, I will 
challenge any six prosecuting attor- 
neys in the United States to in ten 
hours present that case to the jury as 
ably as did Judge Speer from a stand- 
point of the prosecution.” 

In the Greene and Gaynor case Mr. 
Lawrence made the charge that Judge 
Speer directed, by court order, the 
drawing of a grand jury from the 
counties of Berrien, Lowndes, Decatur, 
Thomas and Brooks, the nearest place 
of residence of any of the men being 
‘150 miles from where the case was to 
be tried. Mr. Lawrence stated that the 
trial jury was drawn from the same 
box. Mr. Lawrence was asked to read 
over and verify some formal charges 
he had filed in writing. The papers 
were marked exhibits and filed with 
the records.

“RED LIGHT” DISTRICT 
KILLED IN WASHINGTON 


Both House and Senate Pass 
Measure to Do Away With 
Segregated Vice. 


Washington, January 26.—The Sv- 
called red light bill of Senator Ken- 
yon, already passed by the senate and 
proposing to eliminate the segregated 
district in the capital by injunction, was 
Passed by the house today without 
amendment or opposition. 

“You may not do away with concu- 
bines and libertines,” declared Repre- 
sentative Prouty, of Iowa, in urging 
the bill, “but you can prevent vice 
flaunting itself in the face of every 
man who walks down the streéts of a 
city. We hope to do away with the 
temptations continually in. the way of 
both men and women. 

The bill, framed by Senator Kenyon 
and modeled after an Iowa law, pro- 
vides that the use of any property in 
the District of Columbia for immoral 
purposes may be enjoined. 

“There is nothing that has done 80 
much to corrupt American cities,’ said 
Mr. Prouty, durin the debate, “as 
the winking at the laws affecting 
these places. Every commission that 
has examined into the subject in every 
important city says this winking at 
the law lies at the very foundetion of 
all or nearly all of the graft schemes 
that have been devised by the police 
for to get money.”

There were screams from sev- 
frightened passengers, many of 
upon sight of the captive’s re- 
volver. scurried for cover at both ends 
of the Pullman. Mrs. Fincher was nerv- 
ous and completely unstrung. 

Fincher subdued quickly, however. 
and consented to resume the trip with- 
out trouble. He was sent to head- 
quarters from the Union station, his 
wife and child going to the residence 
of a woman friend who met her at the 
station, and who lives in the vicinity 
of Fort McPherson. 

Fincher is a former resident of 
Atlanta. He once was on the 
police department as a patrolman.

Habeas Corpus Falls. 

Farlier in the day, Attorney Don Kk. 
Johnston, appearing for Nolan, filed a 
habeas corpus writ directed against 
Police Chief Beavers, requiring him to 
produce Nolan in court and give rea- 
sons why the defendant’ was being 
held custody. Judge W. D. Ellis, 
before whom the writ was heard, set 
the hearing of the petition at 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon before Judge Ben 
Hill, of the criminal division of the 
superior court. 

Nolan was taken from the Tower in 
the custody of a deputy sheriff at 3:40 
o'clock. at 4 o’clock Judge Hill took 
the bench in his courtrooms. 

Solicitor General Herbert Clay, of 
Cobb county, stated in answer to the 
court’s question as to whether or not 
any formal charge had been lodged 
against Nolan that he held a warrant 
against the man, sworn to by Sheriff 
Swanson, of Cobb county, charging 
Nolan with train robbery. 

“lInless the defendant's attorney has 
something to say regarding the valid- 
ity of this warrant, I shall order this 
man remanded to the care of the 
sheriff of Cobb county now,’ said 
Judge Ben Hill. 

Statement Not Allowed. 

Attorney Johnston said that he could 
not argue that point in. the court, but 
that he wished to make a statement 
covering Nolan’s detention during the 
past eleven days. Judge Ben Hill in- 
terspersed the remark that that could 
not be entered into.and Attorney John- 
ston then said he was through.’ 

A formal order was then drawn up 
by the court and in less than ten min- 
utes Nolan, handcuffed to a deputy 
sheriff of Cobb county and accofn- 
panied by Sheriff Swanson, was on his 
to Marietta aboard a street car. 

The police, it was learned, have ob- 
tained from officials of Des Moines, 
Iowa, what is purported to be the com- 
plete criminal record of Nolan. He is 
said by Iowa officials to have been 
convicted of safeblowing and _ bur- 
gelary in 1911 and to having escaped 
from the sheriff who was transferring 
him from police headquarters in Des 
Moines to the penitentiary, to which 
he had been sentenced. It is also said 
that Nolan is wanted for numerous 
other crimes traced to him in Iowa, 
as well as being wanted in Rock 
Island, Ill. for safeblowing and 


burglary.

Dr. Campbell 
told the committee that, so far as the 
deeper cancers are concerned, “we can- 
not tell today what the outcome of 
the radium treatment will be.”’ 

“We can tell,” he said, “that there 
is a disappearance ef the tumor; that 
the radium causes the disintegration 
of the tissue of the cancer, but some- 
thing is created in that disappearance 
which is absorbed by the blood and 
which kills my patients. I cannot tell, 
nobody can tell, for four or five years, 
just what the result will be. 

“How many of your patients have 
died as a result of your treatment?’ 
agked Representative Byrnes, of North 
Carolina. 

Dr. Campbell demurred at this, but 
finally said that two out of five of the 
cases treated ended fatally. He added 
that all were in cases where the dis- 
ease would have resulted in death in 
a few months without treatment. 

Shoved Them Over Some Quicker. 

“I simply feel,” he said, “that I’ve 
just shoved these patients over a lit- 
tle bit quicker.” 

Dr. Campbell said that at the pres- 
ent price of radium the cost to patients 
ought not to be prohibitive. “I can 
treat patients at 4 cents per miligram 
of radium per hour, on an investment 
of $3,000 and double my money ina 
year,” he declared. 

Dr. Francis B. ‘Donoghue, of Boston, 
urged that the committee include, in 
any legislation for protecting the 
radium supply, “substitutes for 
radium.”” He said that Meso-thorium, 
a@ much cheaper product than radium, 
was equally effective. 

James C. Gray, general counsel for 
the Radium Chemical company, told 
the committee that redium treatment 
had relieved him of cancer after sev- 
eral ineffective operations. He op- 
posed government interference with 
the production of radium, and urged 
that private development of the in- 
dustry be encouraged. 

Dr. John T. Anderson, director of the 
hygienic laboratory of the United 
States public health service, declared

WITH TERRIFIC ROAR 
AVALANCHE DESTROYS 


Three Lives Snuffed Out, Three) 
Persons Injured and Houses 
Are Shattered. 


Utah, January 26.—With a 
terrific roar, an avalanche, sweeping 
down the mountainside here _ today, 
snuffed out three lives and seriously 
injured three other persons. Four 
houses were ground to splinters. 
Every tree in the path of the icy mass 
was snapped off at the roots. 

The bodies of Mrs. Anna Packovitch 
and-two Greek miners were recovered 
shortly after they met their deaths, 
trapped in their homes. 

An hour after the slide W. T. Thorne 
was rescued six feet below the surface 
of the snow. The debris had packed in 
such a way that he escaped suffocation, 
He suffered internal injuries anda 
broken leg. Shortly before his rescue, 
two Greek laborers were uncovered, 
Both were badly bruised and nearly 
suffocated. 

The avalanche descended a distance 
of half a mile from near the head of 
the canyon and stopped at the edge of 
this coal mining camp. It measured 
300 feet in width. Tonight the inhabi- 
tants were in fear of further disaster, 
as an unusual thaw had loosened the 
snow, which is packed from six to ten 
feet deep on the precipitous slopes. 

Immediately after the avalanche had 
run its course, the people turned out 
with picks and shovels to recover those 
buried beneath. Although the debris 
was spread over a wide area, the three 
dead and three Tetered were located 
with sounding poles and uncovered 
within an hour.

Ott Gray, of Summerville, 
Is Sought for the Alleged 
Slaying of Emmett Maxey 
on Sunday. 


Lyerly, Ga., January 26.—(Special.)— 
As a result of what is supposed to have 
been a Sunday. crap game, Emmett 
Maxey, a well-known young man of 
Summerville, is dead and his alleged 
slayer, Ott Gray, is at large. The af- 
fair is the culmination of ‘a row, it is 
said, between a friend of Gray’s and 
Maxey. 

Several young men of Summerville, it 
is stated, had gathered out at an old 
packing house in the outskirts of the 
city and it is. generally supposed they 
~ were engaged in a crap game and a 
dispute arose. Whereupon, it is said. 
Gray left the scene and went to his 
home and secured a 22-caliber Colts re- 
volver, with which he did the shooting, 
and returned. Soon the dispute was 
again brought up and Gray’s friend 
and Maxey were having words, when 
Gray stepped between them. Maxey, it 
is said, caught hold of Gray with his 
hands, whereupon, it is alleged, Gray 
pulled his gun and fired, instantly kill- 
ing Maxey. The ball penetrated the 
chest near the heart and went entirely 
through the body. So close was the 
slayer upon the victim that the cloth- 
ing of the dead man was burned where 
the ball entered. 

Maxey Popular Young Man. 

The killing occurred between 11 and 
12 o’clock Sunday and created intense 
excitement for a while. Emmett Max- 
cy was about 30 years of age and was 
one of the best known young men of 
the town and had many friends. He 
is a son of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Maxey, 
well-to-do residents of Summerville. 

Gray is only about 18 years of age, 
but is a much larger man than Maxey. 
Gray weighs about 190 pounds. 

It is understood there were four eye- 
witnesses to the shooting, ang on this 
ground Coroner John Dalton declined 
to hold an inquest over the remains of 
Maxey. ‘ 

Posse After Gray. 

As soon as Gray had fired the fatal 
shot he took to his heels and evaded 
arrest. A posse was soon in pursuit

afternoon, but Gray was not captured.

ONLY ONE WAY OUT! 

Hatton Lovejoy, a prominent lawyer of 
LaGrange, discusses the ethical phases of 
our present system of paying veterans’ pen- 
gions and schoo! teachers’ salaries. Mr. 
Lovejoy comments on a communication in 
which B. F. Clark, of Cave Spring, recently 
expressed the opinion that it was incon- 
¢eivable that a Georgia legislature could 


have provided for the payment of pensions - 


or any other state obligation in advance. 
: It is not only conceivable, but a plain 


fact, that a legislature did just this thing, 
though to do it a million dollars due the 


teachers was held up. But ff there is won- 
der on this score, with what emotion shall 
we be called on to view the action of a legis- 
lature many years ago in establishing a 
state school system and not providing for 
its financing for a full year afterward? The 
state started its public school system a year 
Behind in payment for its teachers and they 
are still behind. There may have been good 
and valid reasons for such a course at that 
time, but they have long since ceased to find 
justification in expediency or exigency. 

~ All this, however, is invoking dead ghosts 
to no purpose whatever. Whether it is eth- 
ical or unethical to pay the veterans a year 
in advance, thus giving them right of way 
over the teachers, may afford food for spec- 
ulation by doctrinaires, but it should have 
interest for practical citizens only as de- 
manding measures of positive relief. The 
law is on the books. Under it the governor 
has no option. ‘He pays’the veterans and 
the school teachers according to direction of 
the law as construed by the state’s attorney 
general. He has no other alternative. 

The only relevant concern of the moment 
is as to a remedy. And that is to be found 
only in the new tax equalization law. That 
law will provide sufficient revenue for the 
state to catch up with its overlapping obli- 
gations, achieve a clean set of books for the 
first time in many years and avoid such dis- 
graceful pitfalls and injustice in the future. 
The tax equalization act will do more. It 
will also lower the tax rate. Accomplishing 
that, it will provide an automatic register of 
increase in appropriations. And when legis- 
latures know unwise and prodigal appropria- 
tions will be reflected in the tax rate, de- 
manding an explanation at home, more at- 
tention will be paid to the matter of the ex- 


-penditure of the state’s money.

A hundred years after the birth of a 
child, or its death, it may, through poverty 
of authoritative data, put that child under 
the suspicion of illegitimacy. 

By leaving physicians and scientists 
wholly in the dark-.as to the cause of deaths, 
by providing no proper diagnosis of the 
death rate, and by leaving undisclosed 
clumps or nests of disease-breeding places, 
it ties the hands of those who would save 
or prolong life. 

In Europe the lineage of a peasant may 
be traced hundreds of years back. There 
one cannot be married unless his or her 
birth certificate is duly authenticated. 

In Georgia we maintain registers for pedi- 
greed horses, dogs, cows. As yet we haven’t 
seen the wisdom of adopting that method 
with regard to the pedigree of mere human 
beings. 


THE BRUTE WHO RUNS! 

A peculiarly diabolical species of degen- 
erate is the driver of an automobile or other 
vehicle that runs down a pedestrian and 
then, yielding to instincts of cowardice, 
flees without stopping to investigate the re- 
sult of the accident. An illustration is. of- 
fered in the killing of a negro the other 
night at the corner of Auburr avenue and 
Fort street. The negro was attempting to 
negotiate the crossing. He was struck by 
an automobile. The driver, whoever he was, 
threw in his top-speed gear and sped away 
from the scene, his first thought being ap- 
parently to’ save his own hide. The hegro 
was later picked up and carried to Grady 
hospital, where he died. 

For all the driver of the fugitive machine 
knew, the victim may have been a white 
man or a white woman. He did not care. 
He knew merely that a human body or 
bodies had fallen under the impact of his 
car, and that he might have to answer. So 
he left his bleeding victim to die without. his 
help. 

The cold-blooded brutality of such a 
course is obvious. Such accidents, avoidable 
or unavoidable, often leave their victims on 
the dim borderland of death. A quick trip to 
the hospital, the immediate calling of a phy- 
sician might save life. In such emergencies 
it is the first few moments of time that 
count. And of all persons the first under 
the obligation to remember this naked 
human equation, and act upon it, is the 
person driving the car responsible for the 
accident. 

The slayer who runs is a familiar type 
of coward throughout civilization. In the 
old days we suffered him in the man who 
drove a fast horse recklessly, dealth death 
and kited away from the law. Today the type 
is still with us, the menace intensified by 
the incomparably greater speed and diffi- 
culty of control of the self-driven vehicle. 

Few issues of public interest demand 
greater vigilance on part of the police. The 
individual who perpetrates such a crime is 
fit for the noose. Society ought to be pro- 
tected from his rare and contemptible vice 
of cowardice. 


DON’T DIM GOETHALS. 


Mayor Mitchel, of New York city, is not 
to be blamed for wanting to secure the in- 


police commissioner of Greater New York. 
But the nation will be to blame if the man 
who looms up as so great an American 
product submerges his personality in any 
municipal or political job on earth, however 
tempting the distinction or the remunera- 
tion. 

The police commissionership of New 
Yark covers a mighty task and opportunity. 
But the man who built the Panama canal 
would be a misfit running the police depart- 
ment of New York or any other city. His 
talents deserve wider play, his genius less 
essential interference. Goethals is right in 
declaring that he would not accept the post 
unless it were strippéd of politics and him- 
self made absolute master without subservi- 
ence to ward politicians or the sinister and 


ments. He learned the formula in Panama, 
that one cannot administer a huge job if his 
hands are tied by red tape, by the con- 
stant shadow of the official guillotine or by 
the necessity of bootlicking and knuckling. 
The principles he lays down ought to apply 
to the management of all police depart- 
ments, in Atlanta as well as New York. 
When politics comes in at the door efficiency 
flies out at the window. 

But some man other than Goethals should 
be found by New York. 

Goethals’ lines should be cast in a nation- 
wide horizon. 

He will first complete the canal, and 
then it is proper that he should at least in- 
augurate the new zone administration as its 
first governor. After this is in running order 
the government should require his services 
in the best position within the ranks of the 
army. If his mind still clings to works of 
huge construction there are constantly open- 
ing opportunities. 

But Goethals, builder of the Panama 
canal, as police commissioner of New York 
would be—a misfit. 

Here is one man that belongs to the 
nation. He should not be permitted to di- 
minish that historic distinction.

TRIAL OF THE EARL OF 
BOTHWELL. 


Lord Darnley, the husband of Mary, Queen 
of Scots, was murdered and it was supposed 
by James, Earl of Bothwell. For state rea- 
sons Mary had married her cousin, Lord 
Darnley, who was a big, awkward, stupid 
fellow, whom Mary grew to despise. It 
was when affairs were at their worst that 
Bothwell loomed up big on the political hori- 
zon. Though of high rank he was a ruffian 
adventurer, who had been more than once 
mixed up in treasonable and other unlawful 
escapades. 

Bothwell helped to stir Mary’s dislike for 
Darnley, and soon afterwards the husband 
was assassinated. There is no doubt that 
Bothwell caused his murder or that Mary 
knew beforehand what the fate of the hus- 
band was to be. With Darnley out of the 
way all was clear sailing for Bothwell, and 
directly after the murder Bothwell planned a 
master stroke in his game of courtship and 
statecraft. Bothwell divorced his faithful 
wife and on May 15, 1567, he and Mary were 
married. 

The Scottish lords hated Bothwell and had 
no idea of accepting him as ruler. They arose 
in arms and took Mary away from him. But 
she escaped and joined Bothwell. Thereupon 
the queen’s followers deserted her and, hem- 
medi in and unable to escape, she kissed Both- 
well goodby and surrendered to her foes. 
Bothwell, seeing all was lost, deserted her 
and escaped to Norway, where he was cap- 
tured and he died insane in a Scandinavian 


prison. 

But following the murder of Darnley, and 
before the marriage, Bothwell was tried for 
having been the instigator of the death of 
the king. The indiccment read as follows: 

“You, James, Earl of Bothwell, are indict- 
ed on account of the cruel and horrid mur- 
der of the most excellent, most high, and 
most mighty prince, the king, committed in 
the dead of night, at his house near the 
Church of the Fields in this city, as he was 
taking his rest, by treasonably setting fire 
to a great quantity of gunpowder in the said 
house, by the violence whereof the whole 
house was blown up into the air, and the 
king himself by you killed, traitorously and 
cruelly, wilfully and by premeditated felony. 
And this you did the ninth day of February 
last past, in tne dead of the night as afore- 
said, as is notorious, and you cannot deny.” 

When the Earl of Bothwell was called 
before the court to answer to the indictment, 
he chose as his advocates David Borthwick, 
of Lutchthrill, and Edmund Hay. George, 
Earl of Caithness, was the ahancellor or 
president of the trial. Many witnesses were 
examined, but not one of them gave suffi- 
cient evidence to support the indictment, 
whereupon the Barl of Caithness said no one 
had proven the truth of the accusation, nor 
as much as any part of it, whereupon the 
judges declared the prisoner free, as far’ as 
they had any knowledge of the fact, with a 
protestation that this might not be after- 
wards jmputed to them as a fault. 

Though the Earl of Bothwell was acquit- 
ted, yet, Knowing that the world still es- 
teemed him guilty, in order to clear himself 
further, he set up a paper in the market 
place stating that “albeit he had been ac- 
quitted by law, yet, to make his innocence 
the more manifest, he was ready to try the 
same by single combat with any man of hon- 
orable birth and reputation, who would ac- 
cuse him of the king’s murder.’ 

This challenge was answered by another 
placard, set up immediately after in the 
same place, to the effect that as the same 
Earl of Bothwell had caused a placard to be 
set up signed with his own hand, whereby 
he challenged any man of quality and of a 
fair reputation, who could and dared to say 
that he was gullty of the death of the king: 
adding, that he who said it, or went about 
to suppose that charge, should be forced to 
retract his words; a gentleman of honor and 
of good renown,accepted his offer and said 
he would prove by the law of arms that he 
was the principal author of that horrid mur- 
der, of which the judges had rashly acquitted 
him, for fear of death, after so much inquiry 
had been made into it. 

“And whereas the King of France and the 
Queen of England required, by their ambas- 
sadors, that the said murder might be pun- 
ished, he also intreats their majesties to in- 
sist with the queen, his sovereign lady, that, 
by her consent, a time and place may be ap- 
pointed in their countries to combat the earl 
according to their law of arms, in their pres- 
ence or in that of their deputies; at which 
time and place he promises and swears, on 
the word of a gentleman, to be present and 
do his duty, provided their majesties will, 
by proclamation, grant safe conduct to him 
and his company to pass and repass through 
their dominions without any molestation.” 

To this Bothwell made no reply. He had 
made the bluff and married Mary, but their 
union was not to be of long duration for he 
was compelled to flee the country. Mary es- 


weaped to England where she was imprisoned 


and finally executed by Queen Elizabeth. 


FAVORITE RECIPES OF 
DISTINGUISHED WOMEN

Some of the most palatable of dishes may 
be made from dried fruits, of which I 
do not believe there is as much used in 
this country as abroad.

Date Souffle. 

One cup of dates cut rather fine, three- 
quarters cup of sugar, one teaspoon baking 
powder (even), one cup of pecans, one cup 
of flour, two eggs. 

Beat the whites and the yolks of the 
eggs separately, and mix tne baking powder 
with the flour. Mix the yolks of the eggs 
and the flour together, then add the sugar, 
dates, nuts and the whites of the eggs. 
Mix well and bake in a moderate oven for 
one hour, or until it will not shake in the 


middle.

UNDER FEDERAL RESERVE AC 


dies 


An elaborate legal opinion analyzing 
and construing the federal reserve act 
has been rendered to the Central Bank 
and Trust corporation, of Atlanta, by its 
attorneys, Candler, Thomson & Hirsch. 
This being a state bank, the opinion will 
be of interest, particularly, to every other 
state banking institution, and scarcely 
less so to the national banks, in that it 
comprehensively covers the scope of the 
privileges and responsibilities of all 
banks, state or national, entering the 
new federal reserve system. The opinion 


in full would occupy several columns, 
and for the convenience of those interested 
The Constitution requested the attorneys 
to make a comprehensive summary of 
m+ report, which is presented here- 
with. 


WHAT BANKS MAY, AND MAY NOT, DO. 

The capital stock of a federal reserve 
bank is not a fixed amount. but increases or 
decreases as the capital and Surplus of mem- 
ber banks may increase or decrease, or as 
new member banks are added, or old ones 
withdraw from the system. 

In order to become a member bank you 
must subscribe for an amount of stock in 
the reserve bank of vour district, equal 
to 6 per cént of your capital and surplus. 
This stock draws a 6 per gent cumulative 
dividend, but can never increase in value 
over the subscription price, as all net earn- 
ings of the reserve pank, after paying the 
6 per cent dividend, go to the United States 
government. You have no power to hypothe- 
cate or sell vour stock. 

Before you can be admitted vou must 
comply with the reserve and capital require- 
ments now demanded of national banks, and 
must submit to such examinations of your 
accounts, books and assets, as may be pre- 
scribed by the reserve board. 

What the Banks Can Do. 

After admission as a member you must 
submit to all examinations required by the 
board and must make such reports and 
Statements as the board may call for, and 
must also comply with the requirements 
made on national banks as follows: 

1. You cannot lend any one customer 
more than one-tenth of your capital stock. 

2. You cannot make loans on, nor pur- 
chase your own stock. 

3. You cannot allow your capital stock to 
be withdrawn or impaired, nor declare any 
dividends except from net earnings. 

4. If you take, receive, reserve or charge 
more than 8 per cent per annum for loans 
or, discounts (which, under the rule laid 
down by supreme court of the United States, 
in the Johnson case, in 104 U. S. Reports, 
page 271, includes the purchase of notes 
from the payee when indorsed), you forfeit 
the entire interest, and if it has been actu- 
ally paid to you, a suit against you for twice 
the amount so paid is sustained, if brought 
within two years. 

5. You cannot certify 
when the amount of the check is actually 
on deposit to the credit of the drawer at 
the time of the certification. 

6. Your officers and employees become 
subject to the penalties imposed by the 
United States law as to embezzlement, or 
making false entries in the books of the 
bank. 

7. You must make a report under oath to 
the comptroller of currency, within ten days 
after declaring a dividend, which report 
must show the amount of the dividend, and 
the amount of excess net earnings above the 
amount of the dividend. 

8. You must comply with all the 
and regulations that may be made by 
reserve board from time to time. 

9. A certain portion of your reserve must 
be carried as a deposit in the reserve bank 
of your district, in accordance with section 
19 of the act. 

The advantages of membership arise out 
of the fact that the reserve banks are ex- 
pected to be able to extend exceptional re- 
discount and collection privileges to their 
members. 

Keeping Funds in Hand. 

The rate or re-discount will be fixed by 
each reserve bank for its own district, sub- 
ject to the approval of the reserve board. 

The act provides a method by which the 
reserve banks are expected to be always 
able to have funds on hand for re-discount 
purposes when needed, in that a reserve 
bank, when in need of currency, can, under 
certain regulations and _ restrictions, call 
upon the United States for federal reserve 
notes to be issued under the terms of the 
act. The reserve board, however, may re- 
fuse, in its discretion, the request for these 
notes. 

The act requires reserve banks to dis- 
count for all member banks, fairly and with- 
out discrimination, in favor of or against 
any member bank, and to extend to each 
member bank such accommodation as may 
be safely and reasonably given, with due

rules

regard to the demands of all other member 


banks. The decision of what is safe and 
reasonable in any particular instance will 
be within the power of the directors of the 
reserve bank, subject probably to review by 
the reserve board. 

As to three classes of commercial paper, 
this act expressly limits the amount thereof, 
which may be discounted by a reserve bank 
for any member bank, to wit: Paper based 
on agricultural or live stock products, 
foreign acceptances and paper bearing the 
signature of any one customer of the mem- 
ber bank. 

No Limit on Commercial Discounts. 

The act contains absolutely no restric- 
tions as to the amount of other eligible 
commercial paper which may be discounted, 
nor is there any provision on the other hand 
requiring a reserve bank to extend to a 
member bank any minimum’ amount of ac- 
commodation. It is provided, however, that 
all re-discounts “shall be subject to such 
restrictions, limitations and regulations as 
may be imposed by the federal reserve 
board.’ Nor does section 5202 of the revised 
statutes as amended by the reserve act, limit 
the amount of re-discounts by a member 
bank with a reserve bank. Originally, this 
section forbade any national bank from at 
any time becoming indebted, or in any 
way liable, in an amount exceeding its capi- 
tal stock, except that there were four classes 
of liability which were not to be counted 
against the bank in arriving at the amount 
of liability under this section. 

The reserve act added one more excep- 
tion to the class of liabilities whieh should 
not be counted, to wit: “Liabilities incurred 
under the provisions of the federal reserve 
act.” Without this amendment, no national 
bank could have re-discounted with reserve 
banks more than the amount of its capital 
stock. 

The fact that section 5202 of the revised 
statutes is not applicable to state banks 
which may become member banks, seems to 
preclude its being: so construed as to place 
a ‘re-discount limit on a national bank. The 
omission of limitations as to the amount of 
eligible commercial paper which may be re- 
discounted, while limitations were placed in 
the same section of the act upon the amount 
of agricultural and live stock paper and for- 
eign acceptances which could be re-dig- 
counted, must, under well-established rules 
of statutory construction, be given great 
significance. 

In view of the fact that the act was 
intended to afford currency sufficiently elas- 
tic to meet all of the possible necessities of 
a business stringency, it seems unreasonable 
to so construe it as to limit the amount of 
re-discounts of commercial paper, to an 
amount equivalent to the outstanding capi- 
tal stock of the member banks, as the de- 
posits of member banks and their consequent 
possible need of currency is so greatly in 
excess of the amount of their capital stock, 

The act forbids a member bank from act- 
ing as a “medium” or “agent” for a non- 


member bank in applying for or yecesvene 
re-discounts from a federal reserve os 
except by permission of the federal reseryv 
board. 

e Branch Banks. 

Each reserve bank is required to ote: 
lish branches throughout its district, @? 
may also establish branches in foreign ek 
tries, and will also have an account wit 
each of the other federal reserve banks 
Any one of these banks, or the federal re- 
serve board itself, may act as a clearins 
house for them all. Each reserve bank may 
also act as a clearing house for the member 
banks of its district. By reason of the con 
nections above referred to, these banks are 
expected to be able to afford unusual facili- 
ties to member banks for handling collec- 
tion and exchange items. The charges f0F 
the services rendered in collection or ™ 
clearing will be fixed by the reserve board. 
This board will also fix collection charges 
for member banks to collect from “its pat- 
rons, whose checks are cleared through the 
federal reserve bank.” The language of 
this provision seems to imply that member 
banks may clear only a _ portion of thelr 
items through the reserve bank, and may 
collect or clear other items as they see fit.

It may prove to be impracticable as @°*: 


banking proposition for the reserve banks t® 
act as clearing houses for their members, or 
to collect items on non-member banks, and 
if so, they may decline to exercise the au- 
thority given by the act. 

A reserve bank must take on deposit, at 
par, for member banks, or other reserve 
banks, checks and drafts drawn on any of 
its depositors, that is, member banks of 
their district, and if the item is deposited 
by e2nother federal reserve bank (but not 
when it is deposited by its own members), 
it must also receive at par checks and 
drafts drawn by any depositor (necessarily 
a member bank), in any other federal re- 
serve bank, or by any depositor in any mem- 
ber bank of any district. 

The reserve banks are given power under 
rules and regulations to be prescribed by 
the reserve board of purchasing and selling 
in the open market, cable transfers, bank- 
ers’ acceptances and bills of exchange of a 
certain character. 


System of Paying Pensions 
And School Teachers Viewed 
From Ethical Standpoint 


Editor Constitution: The letters in The 
Constitution today from Mr. B. F. Clark, of 
Cave Spring, and Governor John M. Slaton, 
show two things: 


First, an injustice in the relative time

of payment of pensions and salaries of pub 


school teachers; 
Second, that the people of Georgia do not 
understand the real facts. , 

Mr. Clark thinks that 
dummy” legislature would not have passed 
a bill for the payment of the pensions of 
any particular year in the first months of 
that vear. This is exactly what has been 
done; though I do not agree in his descrip- 
tion of the members. 

Under the act, the pensions for 1913 were 
paid in the beginning of 1913. 

The school teachers have not even 
been paid what is due them for the 
1913. 

Governor Slaton shows that in his letter. 
This is shown by the letter of the attorney 
general, and anyone familiar with the facts 
and legislative acts will confirm the cor- 
rectness of this statement. 

It seems patently unjust, as well as un- 
wise, as Mr. Clark states, to pay all the pen- 
sions for 1913 in the beginning of 1913 while 
we require the school teachers to wait for 
their pay until the end of 1913 and the 
first months of 1914: 

Would Shock Justice. 

The preference given the pensioners, if 
the pensioners were paid now the pensions 
due for 1914, while the school teachers have 
not yet been paid the salaries due for 1913. 
would be carrying the matter to an extreme 
which would not only be unlawful, but would 
shock the sense of justice. 

This question of payment of pensions for 
any year in the beginning of that year was 
fought out in the legislature several years 
ago. A number of the members opposed the 
payment of all the pensions for any year in 
the beginning of that year; while the teach- 
ers were required to wait until the end of 
that year and into~the next year before 
receiving their money. It was insisted that 
this gave an undue preference to the pen- 
Sioners, showed a _ great. discrimination 
against the school teachers, was unfair and 
should not be required. 

I believe that the law was enacted, re- 
quiring the payment of pensions in this way, 
while the teachers were forced to wait until 
practically a calendar year later for their 
money, because it was not fully understood 
what the results would be and what a dis- 
crimination against the teachers resulted. 

It is probable that the present arrange- 
ment might be allowed to continue since 
there will be few years more in which we 
can pay to the veterans and their widows 
this inadequate expression of the honor and 
esteem in which the people hold them. 

[It is well, however, when there is any 
suggestion of paying the pensions for 1914 
before the teachers have been paid for the 
year 1913, that the facts be fully understood 
by the veterans, the school teachers and the 
people.

TO BE TRIED IN FULTON 


Change of Venue Made Neces- 
sary on Account of the 
Intense Feeling. 


Columbus, Ga., January 26.—/(Spe- 
cial.)jJ—A special term of Harris su- 
perior court was held at Hamilton to- 
day, Judge S. FP. Gilbert presiding.

Clerk Johnson about men of probity 
and integrity,” asserted Mr. Lawrence. 

Testifying concerning a peonage case 
tried before Judge Speer, the witness 
said: “Word was brought to me the 
day before the trial that the’ defend- 
auts had better plead guilty. ‘I under- 
stood Judge Speer sent this word, and 
that he stood ready to be lenient with 
them if they would plead guilty, but 
that if they did not, it -would go hard 
with them. They paid no attention 
to the message, and as a result Judge 
Speer intimidated the defendants and 
two of their lawyers in court in the 
presence of the jury. Later they did 
decide, because of Judge Speer'’s atti- 
tude, to plead guilty, notwithstanding 
they were innocent. Fines of $500 were 
assessed against each of them.” 

Judge Speer, who has attended every 
hearing, arrived in Savannah Sunday, 
accompanied by his wife and daugh- 
ter, and was in the federal courtroom 
today when the committee resumed its 
work. 

The hearings are taking place in the 
United States courtroom where Judge 
Speer has held sessions of the federal 
court for the past ten years or more. 
There was intense local interest in the 
hearing and the courtroom was crowd- 
ed when the first session was held’ this 
morning.

The Atlanta Burns club, the like of 


which exists nowhere else upon the face 


of the globe, on Monday night celebrat- 
ed the birth of Robert Burns, the Bard 
of Ayr—and as well the rest of the 
universe—at the Burns cottage. Burns’ 
birthday, of course, was Sunday. And 
for this reason, the celebration of the 
event was deferred until Monday night. 

True Bohemia exists only in fiction 
and at the Burns cottage. Here any 
man of any nationality or creed may 
rise and express himself. 

There are many things which might 
be, and ought to be, said about the 
celebration of the birthday of Bobby 
Burns at the Burns cottage, but the 
night wears on and The Constitution 
must go to press, wherefore, with the 
Statement that Donald Bain, a charter 
member of the club, was elected to suc- 
ceed Hamilton Douglas, as president 
of the club; Eugene Oberdorfer was 
elected first vice president, and Robert 
M. McWhirter was elected second vice 
president, let the words of John M. 
Graham, who responded to the princi- 
pal toast of the evening, suffice. 

After setting forth the things that 
every student of Burns knows, Mr. 
Graham said: 

“We manifest something of what is 
best in ourselves; when we honor 
Burns. When you genuinely love Burns, 
it is an indication that the artificial and 
conventional side of life has not en- 
tirely encrusted the real man in you; 
that the spirit of the snob is not upper- 
most in — that you are appreciative 
of the s mple, genuine, homely side of 


life: that you have some of the spirit 
of ‘A man’s a man for a’ that,’ that 
ou are not altogether a cynic; that you 
ave something of the sentiment that 
sweetens life, some of the tolerance that 
Burns taught, some of the feeiing of 
human brotherhood. 

“It is something of these qualities— 
this Burns rte has given this 
club its vitality and charm. Out here 
we get away from the artificial, and 
the hard or sordid side of life, and 
dwell in a domain of seritiment, and 
genuine good fellowship, and we are 
refreshed by it and are the better 
for it. 

“For eighteen years this club has 
been gathering for these birthday an- 
niversaries. Surely it is no passing 
fad or fancy or species of affection that 
has held these men together. Year 
after year we listen to the same old 
songs and poems, but they never tire 
by repetition. Like the old psalms and 
hymns and Biblical texts to the faith- 
ful worshiper, they grow sweeter and 
reveal a deeper meanipg as the years 
roll by and our heads grow whiter. 

“May the ties that have bound us 
during all these years still closer bind 
in the coming years, and, so long as life 
lasts, may we yearly assemble ali, to 
honor him, ‘the bard that’s far away’ '— 
far awa’ from mortal ken, but in spirit 
in the midst of us!”

In Terrible, Grewsome Play, 
Mme. Nazimova Fascinates 


By Sidney Ormond. 

Mme. Nazimova captivated a large 
audience at the Atlanta theater last 
night in a terrible but fascinating play 
—a play which reeks of poison, phys- 
ical and spiritual; a play which alter- 
nately attracts and repels just as the 
sight of some brilliant, glistening, un- 
dulating serpent affects one. Its very 
setting is suggestive of creeping, 
crawling things, of slow and awful 
death, of unhealthy passions and im- 
pulses. Its atmosphere is surcharged 
with the lust and the languor and the 
lasciviousness of the Orient. Scarcely 
once does the sunshine of healthy, 
God-given impulse creep into the play. 

But with all,.of its morbidness one 
looks back on an evening long to be 
remembered. For the art of Nazimova 
is matchless. She is the very spirit of 
the sensual, passionate animal-woman 
of unbridled desires—the woman who 
must be clubbed before she can be 
made to love; the woman who Can 
coil herself around the affections of 
a good but inexperienced man and be 


| all things to him as she slowly poisons 


him that she may receive the brutal 
caresses of the man for whom her pas- 
sions run red riot. Her sudden transi- 
tions from the clinging, ill-used and 
dependent creature to tigress ready to 
tear and rend were little short of 
marvelous. 

Her power is hypnotic. You cannot 
deny its spell. You understand the 
mental attitude of the poor fool who 
falls in her clutches. He is to be 
pitied, but you can understand it. 

“Bella Donna” is worth seeing simply 
because Mme. Nazimova is the star. 
Take her out of the cast and the play 
would fall flat. It has to do, as you 
know, with a woman with a past—a 
woman of thirty-eight years (that she 
acknowledges to) who marries a young 
Englishman for position. She accom- 
panies him to Egypt and there falls in 
love with a young native of dominant 
force and physical attractions —the 


kind of man who knows what he 
wants and takes no circuitous route to 
the goal of his desire. She sees in 
him the purely animal that her hus- 
band lacks and she is madly attracted 
by his brute force. There is but one 
answer. She cannot see him as often 
as her desire demands and at his sug- 
gestion and with the aid of a servant 
she administers slow poison to her 
husband. 

An American doctor is called in. He, 
too, falls under the spellof her witch- 
ery and diagnoses the case as sun- 
stroke. The husband is rescued in the 
nick of time by the arrival of Dr. Mey- 
er Isaacson, a friend of Nigel, who all 
along had suspected the woman and 
warned his friend against marrying 
her. Nigel recovers. Maddened at 
Isaacson and consumed with desire to 
see Baroudi, her lover, Bella Donna 
insists that the physician friend be dis- 
missed. The latter tells Nigel of 
the plot to kill him and the part his 
wife has played. Nigel refuses to be- 
lieve it, and angrily orders his friend 
from the house. Suddenly, when Ni- 
gel tells his wife what Isaacon has dis- 
closed, Bella Donna confesses in a 
storm of passion that she had tried to 
kill him, that she hated him, and longed 
to be free. Baroudi, the Egyptian, ap- 
pears and Bella Donna rushes madly 
to his arms and tells him they are free 
to love—that she has confessed. He 
repulses her brutally; she has disobey- 
ed the code of the Oriental whose wom- 
en must obey him. He leaves her. She 
returns to enter her house. Isaacson 
closes the door in her face. Broken, 
trembling, crushed, she totters to the 
path which leads to the river. The 
curtain goes down amid darkness. 

The play is not without its power in 
picturing the contrast between Occi- 
dental and Oriental ideals, of the civili- 
zation of the old and the new world. 
It is a grewsome play, but one well 
worth seeing.

Robert Whitworth does a convincing 
bit of acting as Baroudi, the Egyptian. 
Charles Bryant as Dr. Isaacson was 
excellent.
